and the egg handlers. 

The AFA brief, submitted by Presi- 
dent Roy C. Marler, asks that legisla- 
tion be passed to set up an egg mar- 
keting board on an experimental basis. 
The federation believes this would 
prove so successful that other boards 
would be established to market all 
other farm produce but wheat, which 
is handled by the Canadian Wheat 
Board. These products were worth 
$300,000,000 last year. 

The egg wholesalers contend that 
“any organized attempt to evade the 
law of supply and demand is doomed 
to failure.” 

K. V. Kappler, second vice presi- 
dent of the AFA, told the committee 
that an egg board could have held egg 
prices at a higher level last year, 
so that more producers would be in 
the business to supply the 1953 de- 
mand. If these producers were oper- 
ating there would be no egg shortage 
and consequent price increase this 
year, he said. 

The committee finished hearing the 
briefs and will meet again this week. 
To come before the committee is a 
proposal by N. W. Dushenski (CCB, 
Wellington) to set up farm produce

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CANADIAN GARDEN SERVICE 
by Gordon Lindsay Smith 


NO RUSH-= For every seed wasted 
because it was planted too lute, there 
are at least a dozen lost through be- 
ing put in too early. Perhaps it is bee 
cause most of our ancestors came 
from warmer countries than Canada 
that we are inclined to rush things 
too fast. Of course it is pleasant and 
natural to get outside with a spade 
just as soon as the sun starts to get 
warm, But so long as the soil it the 
Jeast bit muddy and there remains a 
real threat of serious frost, it is well 
to take things easy. As a matter of 
fact for the great majority of plants 
there is no real growth until spring 
has definitely arrived and both air and 
soil are warm. 

Of course there are some excep: 
tions, One can hardly get grass seed, 
sweet peas, the first radishes and 
spinach, the first garden peas and 
all kinds of shrubbery, vines and trees, 
Planted too early, These go in just as 
soon as the soil is fit to work. With 
the rest, however, one is well advised 
to be patient. 

At the end of the planting season, 
one should be patient too. In most 
parts of Canada one can go on plant: 
ing and should go on planting right 
up to early July. For a succession of 
really tender vegetables, that is the 
only way to operate. One plants a 
tirst sowing early, then two or three 
weeks later, a second sowing, and after 
that there is usually plenty of time 
for a third or fourth at similar in- 
tervals, 

Fined the Better- There is nothing 
the average seed likes better than a 
bed of fine'y worked soil, Of course 
moisture and fertility will be neces- 
sary, too, but it is almost impossible 
to over-emphasize the importance of 
having the soil fine. Especially is 
this so when seed to be sown is tiny 


like that of lettuce, carrots, alyssum |% 


or portulaca, If the seed bed is coarse 
and lumpy it will be impossible to 
keep out air and either the seeds will 
not germinate at all or they are liable 
to produce only weak plants. It will 
pay well to run rake or cultivator 
through a few extra times, 

Just to make sure a fine seed bed 
for vegetables like carrots and lettuce 
and particularly where the land is 
heavy, many gardeners scoop out a 
hallow trench along the row and fill 
in with some specially prepared fine 
loam or humus, The improvement in 
germination, where this extra precau- 
tion is taken, will be astonishing. 


These Will Help-— And speaking of 
heavy soils, it should be remembered 
that there are many ways now of im 
proving these. The old standby of 
course is well rotted manure, If one is 
lucky enough to be able to get this in 
quanity, it is well stil) the very best 
soil conditioner and enricher, Ladle 
on in a big way and it will make a 
fine garden out of almost any kind of 
soil, One disadvantage, of course, is 
that manure is often filled with weed 
seeds. When that is so it would be 
best to pile somewhere for a year o1 
so and then apply. 

Even without manure, however, there 
are other things that can be used. 
One of these is home made humus, 
which is simply rotted down vege 
tab'e refuse, like leaves, grass clip: 
pings, weeds and even clean garbage. 
This can be dug directly or piled in a 
corner, covered with layers of earth, 
watered occasionally and allowed to 
rot 

The new chemical soil conditioner, 
too. will break down the heavy clay 
and do the job overnight. Moreover 
the effect will last for at least several 


years, 


Protection = One can safely rash the 
season for a few early tomatoes, hills 
of melons or cucumbers by planting 
or setting under special oiled paper, 
plastic or glass caps, Most seed stores 
carry these things which are about 
the size and stape of the old fashion 
ed straw hat or cow breakfasts. These 
will furnish ample protection against 
even severe frost and by using (hem 
one can get a few tender things start 
ed two or three weeks ahead of the 


usual time,
